It was learned yesterday that gov- 
ernment officials have had representa- 
tives in Chicago checking up housing 


facilities with a view, it is reported, to.

Charles M. Bixby, executive secre- 
tary of the Chicago Rental Agents’ as- 
sociation, said yesterday afternoon that 
he had made an estimate for the gov- 
ernment people based on carefully 
compiled data. | 

“I told them,” he said, “that we could 
make room for 250,000 families within 
sixty days in a twenty-five square mile 
zone reaching from the loop to Kedzie 
avenue on the west, Belmont avenue 
on the north and Thirty-ninth stree 
on the south. 

“Beyond this zone there is room im- 
mediately to house 250,000 new fam- 
ilies. That makes a total of 600,000 
families. In the outer zone there would 
not have to be any new building done 
at all. There are houses and flats now
